who owned a small farm a few miles 
east of San Jose. The land was con- 
sidered the best in the Berryessa dis- 
trict, yet this farmer T\-aa so pestered 
with squirrels and gophers that the pro- 
duct of his soil fell short of meeting his 
expenses. The squirrels and gophers 
had burrowed the ground so that tho 
farmer lost all courage. His farm was 
mortgaged, e.nd he couldi't raise produce 
enough to liquidate his indebtedness, 
and ho was forced to sell out, 


The man who bought him out was not 


made of tho material that gets discour- 
aged. He had experience in fruit rais- 
ing and fanning. In fact, he was an all- 
round, practical man. 
He was a forty- 


niner and came from Erie, Pa., landing 
in San Jose in December, 1849. 


He had courage, ambition and hard 


sense. The first thing he determined to 
do was to exterminate the squirrels and 
gophers. It took him about two years to 
accomplish this, but he succeed, and his 
neighbors, who had laughed at the idea 
from the start, wore forced to admit that 
there was more in the man than in the 
pests. 


He planted the best of fruit-bearing 


treea, and in time was rewarded for bis 
efforts. 
With his profits he bought out 


many of his neighbors whose land was 
planted in trees, and with-ihe ownership 
of nearly 300 acres ho began making n 
history for himself. He made a thor- 
ough investigation of the whole fruit 
problem and mastered every detail. 


He built a large drier ajid cannery in 


the midst of his orchard, and in seappn 
employs over 500 hands, who assist him 
in preparing his crops' for market. He 
thus avoids the possible loss that so

So the same with 
liorsRS in regard to clover. Chickens and 
turkeys begin to eat it. as soon as it 
comes out of th,e ground and continue to 
do so all the winter and spring,. A far- 
mer has but to see it growing to appre- 
ciate the value of it. 


Second—When once set it will reseed 


itself for years without any more plant- 
ing, making a permanent pasture for 
grazing. 
It dies down in .Tune to re-ap- 


pear in September, and bhould it be 
planted in November or December, will 
be liable to get killed. If sown in time 
it will withstand our coldest winters. 


Third—In regard to its requiring rich 


soil, it will grow if planted in the road, 
but like teverythinp! else, tlie richer the 
soil the more luxuriant the growth. I 
have a friend who claims he could not 
afford to raise hogs and sheep but for 
his clover field. 1 have a neighbor who 
has very recently moved near me, who 
has had sotne fifteen to twenty years' 
experience with it, who has already en- 
gaged seed of me, who says and claims 
it well worth sj-400 per acre when well 
set. 
I am confident it will prove one of 


of the best renovators of worn lands we 
can have, as it is easily exterminated 
when desired by plowing it nt any time 
after it comes up from September to May. 


As it begins to seed during the month 


of May, stock should be taken off of it, 
say first of May, so it may reseed itself. 
I will here make the assertion that I can 
take one acre of good soil, well setin bun- 
clover and Bermuda grass, and I am con- 
fident it will give one cow all the green 
forage she wants for at least eight if not 
ten months in the year. I have the 
clover now growing from three and one- 
half to four 1'eet long. I have never tried 
it or cured it for liay. I have always 
kept it pretty well grazed down by stock. 
This is the one reason why the seed is so 
scarcei ns it is very difficult to save the 
seed, which is inclosed in a small burr 
about the size of a buckshot. In this 
burr are from three to seven seeds. I 
have not yet been able to find any ma- 
chinery that, will separate the sticks, 
trash, etc., from the seed, hence this has 
been the cause of complaint from some 
few persons to whom I have heretofore 
shipped. 
I make full allowance for 


sticks, trash, etc., as it only requires 
eight pouncs of clean burrs to make one 
bushel. I feel confident ere many years 
so soon as it is fully known, burr clover 
will prove to be to the South what red 
clover is to the North. With this much 
i» favor of burr clover, it will stand se- 
cure grazing up to the 1st of May, the 
seed maturing by thelst of June.' You 
can then plant any crop that matures by 
fall, when up comes your clovor, which 
will reseed itsel for a generation.

the scale, has yet been found ignorant of 
some'way to dress skins. American.Indians," 
in-especial; are post masters of the art. Ruda" 
as are their processes, deer, bear or buffalo 
robes dressed by them are far ahead of those 
that white men supply, while the buckskin 
of their moccasins, leggins, and so on is a 
positive luxury to the touch, so soft and pli- 
ant is it. 


HEAVY IMPOliTATION. 


Neat cattle furnish hides for more .than half 


the world's leather. Next to them come goats 
and after them the East Indian buffalo and 
the sheep. Horse' hides are inconsiderable in 
amount and of low value. Pigskin used for 
saddles is hi limited demand aud supply. 
Dogskin and ratskin for gloves are mere items 
of account, not at all equal to the kangaroo 
skin, which has quite superseded some grades 
of calf, while deer hides furnish glove leather, 
as well as that for a variety of other needa 


In 18SG New York imported from all sources 


about §7,509,000 worth of leather. In 1889 
the amount fell to a little over $0,000,000. 
The home supply of hides is far below the de- 
mand in spite of all the cattle upon our 10,000 
western hills, not to mention the plains of 
Texas or tho ranches of New Mexico. Mexico 
herself sends us many hides, both of steer 
and goat. Indeed, she ranks next to South 
America, from whence como two-thirds oi 
our importations. 


Tho heaviest, consequently the best, ox- 


hides come from Buenos Ayres, They weigh 
over twenty pounds each and fetch sixteen 
cents per pound. Big fortunes have come out 
of making "flint" hides—that is, purchasing 
the hides from the plainsmen, soaking them 
for weeks in saturated salt water, then 'dye- 
ing and selling them. The advance in price 
is nominal, but each hide takes up ten pounds 
or so of salt, and this yields a big profit be- 
sides cost and carriage. 
New Orleans is the 


main seat of the business in North America, 
as it is also the entrepot for hides of all sorts.

DIFFERENT KINDS OP TANNING. 


Oak bark, hemlock bark, and the powdered 


eaves of sumac are tho things that supply 
aiming. The bark is coarsely ground and 
teeped in fresh water to make ooze for thu 
ats. A very late invention is a mill for 


grinding oak wood as well as bark into a sort 


f coarse meal, which, it is claimed, makes a 
louble quantity of the very best ooze, nt less 
.han half cost. 


Once through the vats, the hides are 


vashed agai'j, scraped anew on the flesh side, 
curried with tanner' s oil, whose source is 
those cod livers that ore not fresh enough 
'or medicine; then steam dried, pressed bo- 
;wixt hot rollers, and sent to market the 
'sides of sole leather" that every body knows. 


The bulk of it is hemlock tanned. That 


bark is cheaper and gives o harder finish, 
which is thought to stand rough usage best,. 
Oak leather fetches almost a cent or two 
more in the pound, and is invariably used for 
ine footwear, as well as whenever leather of 
Doculiar strength and toughness is requisite. 
There are many big houses in New York city 
•vhich deal in nothing but cut soles. They 
juy leather in quantity, cut it by machinery 
in tha most approved patterns, and can sup- 
ply shoe men with exactly what they want at 
a great saving of time,'expense and material 


Klip skiu goes through much tho same pro 


cess—only.less so. Being thinner, it requires 
loss time and cam 
Moro chemicals, too, are 


used in tanning it, and, when finished, much 
of it is blacked ready for tho boot or shoe 
maker. As much of tho best solo leather gous 
to the maker of leather bolting, so tho finest 
of kip goes to the harness and saddle makers, 
who uiso use a good bit of fine russet calf. 


Nearly all of the finest calfskin is imported 


from Franco. It is, and will likely remain, 
the favorite' for men's shoes, though kangaroo 
leather runs it closely. 
Indeed, so popular 


has that become that Australian govern- 
ments, which began by offering bounties for 
kangaroo scalps, have now decreed a close sea- 
son, sis mouths long each year, to prevent 
tho extermination of the queer animal. Its 
skin comes hither via London and Calcutta, 
and furnishes a leather pleasant enough to 
tha foot, but liable to stretch out of all shape 
if wet and not very carefully dried. 


Goatskins, whence coma kid and morocco 


leather, are sent to us from Southern Eu 
rope, Mexico and South America. The very 
best are shipped from Brazil or Curacou. 
Formerly they were tanned with sumac; now 
the alum process is mainly used. Bach of the 
big factories, however, has' its O\YH formula 
and guards it jealously, as the corner stone 
of success. It is known, though, that, afto 
tanning, the skins are beaten in a bath ol 
yelk of egg; also that albumen is largely 
used in some stages. Glazed kid, not so lonj. 
ago under ban of fashion, is now the height 
of style. "Pebble" surfaces are produced by 
machinery, and ore given only to the heavioi 
grades of stuff.—M. C. Williams in Chicago 
Inter-Ocean.

Even success has become for professionals 


ess valuable than it was. The immense nia- 
ority of thorn desire to save, and the change 
n tlieir position in this respect has been as- 
ounding. The fall in tho rate of interest to 
ie obtained covers every secure investment, 
ixcept, we believe, certain kinds of house 
.iroporty, which it is a heartbreak to inherit, 
and which no one with his time fully occu- 
>ied would or could attempt to manage prop- 
irly. Every ono feels this fall, but very few 
•ealize its full extent. 


In I860 it was possible for a man without 


working to obtain £500 a year for a principal 
it £10,000 with tlie fullest security, and now 
te is fortunate if with tho same security he 
obtains £350—a change which not only 
whittles away hjs income, but leaves the road 
choked with confpetitors who, were the an- 
nual product of sleeping money still 5 per 
cent., would retire nt once. That evil, if it 
je one, affects men in business, like men in 
bhe professions; but the latter fee! it more, 
'or while business may be indefinitely ox- 
randed, the" professional man's gains are 
United by that great uaturol fact that 
neither energy iior ability will put more than 
twenty-four hours into one day. 


What is the remedy? There is noua what- 


ever. As tho pressure increases, the work 
must either be divided or the price of work 
must como down, with, in cither case, a re- 
duction of professional income. 
We do not 


relieve that the strong causes which increase 
She number of those entering on a profes- 
sional career will lose their potency in our 
time, aud fully expect to see the great pro- 
fessional class an exceedingly poor one. In 
1010 the situation here will probably resemble 
that in America, where, though a very few 
professionals make great incomes, a majority 
are not better off than English Dissenting 
ministers, and to earn by incessant work 
£1,200 a year is to have succeeded greatly. 
The mass-of those who do not "go under" 
will make from £150 to £300, and will look 
out most assiduously for wives who can 
bring some addition to their incomes. That 
is already the position of affairs on the con- 
tinent, and there is nothing whatever to pro- 
tect Englishmen from a similar pressure. 
The change results from progress, from that 
thirst for education which it is in our day 
t^o ambition of legislators to gratify, and. 
from that desire for refined life which is its 
necessary result: 
The capacity for bruin 


work is growing more common, and brain 
work is therefore less valuable.

It was reported at 
one time that it bad thrown Ihe snow so 
high on either side of the track that it 
could not now throw it over it. This re- 
port U not true, says the Truckee Bepub- 
lioan. The snow would have to be forty- 
five feet deep before .snob a state of thing* 
could esiit, and even then by extending 
the discharge pipe upward higher, the 
snow could 
be elevated still higher. 


Assistant Superintendent Bnrkbalter fur- 
nishes the Bee with the following aoeonnt 
of th* recent storm and the working of the 
snow-plow: He says that he nnver saw 
the wind so heavy and disastrous on this 
side of the Summit as it was dating the 
worst of last week's alorm. The gnat ro- 
tary worked wonders, and Mr. Bnrkhalter 
says that (here is no telling when the 
blockade wonld have been raised had it not 
been for its servio.B. At Cascade along 
the exposed section of a mile and a qnnrter, 
where the snoo-shtds were burned last 
Summer, there hud been torty-elght hours 
of snowing, some times as much at five 
inches t,n hocr, besides heavy drifting. 
Tho bank was piled up on the track to an 
incredible height, but the roUry went 
through the mass, cutting a deep channel 
'or trains to pasj through without a hitch 
or stop, and dashed tbe snow through tbe 
hopper 150 feet away from the track. Toe 
operation of the great machine, is, in 
Burkbalter's words, "worth $25 to see."
